The above is PLATE X XXII from Details des Nouveaux Jardins a la Mode, Jardins 
Anglo-Chinois ect. by George-Louis LeRouge. By the latter part of the eighteenth 
century gardens, particularly in England, were becoming less formal and conforming 
to a landscape or naturalistic style. Perhaps the most notable adherent to this new 
philosophy of gardening was Lancelot Brown, known as “‘Capability’’ Brown. He 
acquired this name from the fact that he always saw such capability in the 
surroundings of most of the great English seats he was commissioned to landscape. 


This trend in gardening naturally found its way to this country. No documentary 
evidence exists as to the actual arrangement of the grounds at Hope. Interpretation of 
the landscaping will follow the style which was most prevalent in the late eighteenth 
and early nineteenth century country homes here in the South.

Judging by visitors’ comments to our hostesses, the Hope 
Restoration is one of the most aesthetically inspiring and authentically interesting of 
historic restorations. 

Though much has been accomplished and both state and national recognition have 
come to the Hope Restoration, the Hope Foundation cannot rest on its laurels. Much 
remains to be done. Restoration of the meat house, reconstruction of the summer kitchen, 
construction of protective fences, completion of the furnishings and the landscaping of the 
grounds are projects that are underway. Future plans call for the moving of period 
buildings to the site to complete the plantation complex. The most ambitious project will be 
the erection of a large barn on the Hope property to serve as a visitors center and museum. 

To emphasize our landscaping project a garden theme was chosen as the decorative 
motif for the ball this evening. Mrs. Goodwin Byrd, General Chairman of the Governor 
Stone Garden Ball, and her various committees have worked hard and long to make it a most 
outstanding occasion — one long to be remembered in the history of the Hope Foundation. 
All of us are indebted to Elma Byrd and her co-workers from all over Betie County. They all 
are to be congratulated. 

To the many people and organizations on local, state and national levels and our ad- 
vertisers whose support has made the realization of the Hope dream come true we again say 
a grateful ‘’Thank you.” 

We take this opportunity to invite you to visit Hope from time fo time to obser ve our 
progress. This evening we want you to enjoy greeting old and new friends, and strolling and 
~ dancing in Governor Stone’s make believe garden. Again, on behalf of the Historic Hope

Miracutous Melamorphosts 
Of a Noth Carolina Manston 


The 169-year-old home of David Stone 
who was Governor of North Carolina from 
1808 to 1810 must look today much as it did 
when he moved into it with his young wife 
around 1803 — a handsome frame house 
combining Georgian and Federal elements 
with great distinction. Only seven short 
years ago it was a forlorn and derelict 
thing standing in the middle of a peanut 
field in eastern North Carolina’s Bertie 
County, its foundation crumbling, its 
Windows gaping, its shutters awry, and 
most of its Chinese Chippendale 
balustrade ripped away. 


The difference between that 
dilapidated house and its proud and 
pristine appearance when it opened to the 
public in October, is largely due to the 
enthusiasm, hard work, imagination, and 
extraordinary perserverance of a group of 
dedicated North Carolinians. In 1965 they 
formed Historic Hope Foundation as a 
means of raising money to purchase and 
restore the property which is known as 
Hope Plantation. By 1966 the house and 18 
acres had been bought and there was 
enough money to begin the restoration. 





W. M. Kemp, an outstanding North 
Carolina craftsman, was employed and 
went to work under the direction of John E. 
Tyler, chairman of the restoration com- 
mittee and now president of Historic Hope 
Foundation. The North Carolina Depart- 
ment of Archives and History aided and 
abetted the restorers with support and 
research. Whenever money ran out new 
and ingenious ways were found for raising 
more. 

Fortunately for the house, Hope 
Plantation has not prospered since the 
time of the Stones and thus it retains its 
original interior woodwork and much else.

The warm glow of candles from the windows at Hope penetrated the chilling rain of 
Sunday, December 16 and drew more than 150 visitors to the mansion. 


Hope was bedecked in Christmas decorations in keeping with the period of the house. 
Fruit was used in several of the rooms and in the massive front door arrangements. 


The wreaths on the front door were done by Mrs. J. C. Jacocks in the traditional manner 
using a half pineapple as the center attraction. Cranberries and kumquats were included. 


The door opened to reveal a large traditional kissing ball in the hallway arch and pine and 
berries were used around a candle centerpiece on the large hall tables. 


Garlands in the family room downstairs and the drawing room upstairs were done in pine 
and red velvet ribbons. 

A favorite place of all the visitors was the winter kitchen, located in the basement. Mrs. 
George Mardre, Jr., and Mrs. John B. Gillam ||| were responsible for the room. Food on the 
table was complete to the last detail including collards. Ducks, quail and rabbit hanging in 
the corner made a very realistic setting. A large ham was loaned by Norman Perry of 
Colerain to become what was adjudged to be the most valuable part of the decorations.

Probably the most complete room was the dining room where a portrait of David Stone, 
on loan from the State Museum, hangs over the mantel. Arrangements of fruit were used 
freely here with a large center arrangement done by Mrs. Norman Perry. The table cloth of 
linen was given to the Hope Foundation by Mrs. Ernest L. Ives. Silverware used was of a 
late 18th century style done in stainless stee! and loaned by Belk-Tyler Store of Rocky 
Mount. 

Plates were late 18th century soft paste with oriental motif and these were also on loan. 
Wine glasses from the 18th century were given by Mrs. E. L. Sherman of Salisbury. Cut 
crystal preserve and pickle dishes were of the period dated about 1800. A pair of Bristol blue 
decanters were a gift of Mrs. F. G. Jarman of Roanoke Rapids. 


Silver plated salts with blue glass liners were used as well as a pair of English tureens, 
circa 1800 of possible Leeds ware. There were two pair of silver plated candlesticks used in 
this room. Stone’s inventory called for four silver plated candlesticks. They are Georgian 
style and date 1800 and these were a gift from Mrs. Charles Lee Smith, Jr., of Raleigh. 

After roaming through the rooms visitors chased the chill of the day witha drink of hot 
apple cider served with ginger snaps from the museum area in the basement. The refresh-, 
ments were prepared by Mrs. Robert C. White and Mrs. Robert McGaw. 

Decorations remained up through the Christmas Season.
